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Shakespeare  and  the  Madrigals 

Contrasting  atmospheres  of  old  Britain  were  recreated  vividly  on  campus  this  fall 
with  two  popular  presentations  by  the  fine  arts  department. 

The  PC  Players  staged  an  ambitious  production  in  bringing  Shakespeare's 
Macbeth  to  the  Black  Magic  Theater.  They  stretched  the  play's  run  to  six  nights 
to  meet  the  demand  for  this  classic  tale  of  Scottish  castle  intrigue  and  murder. 
Drama  professor  Dale  Rains  directed  the  cast  headed  by  Andy  Millard  of  Spar- 
tanburg as  Macbeth  and  Karen  Ruszler  of  Blacksburg,  Va.,  as  Lady  Macbeth. 

Two  weeks  later,  the  scene  shifted  to  16th  century  Merrie  Olde  England  via 
the  13th  annual  presentation  of  PC's  noted  Madrigal  Dinner-Concerts.  From  the 
opening  trumpet  fanfare,  Greenville  Dining  Hall  took  on  the  proportions  of  a 
Great  Hall,  with  costumed  lords  and  ladies  entertaining  in  the  spirit  of  pre-Christmas 
celebration.  The  occasion  included  festive  dinner,  strolling  minstrels,  madrigal 
singers,  jester,  magician  and  Morris  dancers.  Two  consecutive  nights  drew  capacity 
attendance  for  the  program  by  Dr.  Charles  T.  Gaines  and  his  PC  Choir.

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There's  help  for  meeting  college  costs 

Financial  aid  takes  on  many  forms  from  federal,  state  and  college 
sources.  And  now  Congress  extends  help  to  middle  income  families. 


High  costs  of  a  college  education  concern  most  parents 
and  strain  family  budgets.  Many  ponder  whether 
they  can  afford  a  quality  private  school  such  as 
Presbyterian  College. 

These  are  very  real  concerns,  but  programs  of  financial 
aid  ofTer  extensive  help — including  federal  grants  that 
next  year  open  up  to  middle-income  families.  Students 
and  their  parents,  in  charting  the  future  course,  should 
investigate  all  possibilities.  They  may  be  surprised  with 
the  opportunities  available  to  them. 

PC  financial  aid  director  John  P.  Daniluk  said: 

"We  urge  students  not  to  let  the  cost  factor  discourage 
them  from  applying  to  attend  Presbyterian.  Because  we 
do  try  to  meet  the  real  need  of  every  qualified  student,  we 
like  to  work  with  each  individual  toward  this  end.  The 
expanding  federal  program  is  a  big  help.  And  there  are 
other  opportunities — including  PC's  own  scholarship  funds 
that  we  are  steadily  trying  to  increase." 

He  pointed  out  that  PC  presently  has  574  students 
(64%)  receiving  financial  aid  totaling  $1,238,408  from 
all  sources.  They  take  the  form  of  scholarships,  grants, 
loans  and  work-study  projects.  About  one-half  of  this 
amount,  or  $609,159,  comes  from  the  several  federal 
programs  and  from  the  South  Carolina  Tuition  Grants. 
Private  funds  and  various  other  off-campus  sources  add 


$221,728.  The  remaining  $407,521  comes  from  College 
funds  provided  by  endowment  income  and  Annual  Giving. 

Even  with  this  extensive  program,  the  need  mounts 
yearly.  This  is  why  Congress  has  tried  to  take  up  some  of 
the  slack  with  its  legislation  now  considered  the  biggest 
education  boon  since  the  Gl  bill.  And  this  is  why  Pres- 
byterian College  has  endowed  scholarships  as  the  major 
objective  of  its  current  Second  Century  capital  funds  cam- 
paign. The  goal  is  to  raise  more  than  $7  million  to 
underwrite  the  additional  financial  aid  that  young  people 
will  need  in  the  years  immediately  ahead. 

Federal  assistance  has  its  definite  limits,  but  it  does 
offer  a  solid  base  for  a  varied  program.  And,  in  a  sense, 
it  throws  even  more  responsibility  on  a  college  to  provide 
the  differential  in  meeting  student  needs. 

The  big  break-through  for  middle  income  students 
came  this  year,  when  Congress  enacted  its  $1.4  billion 
student  aid  legislation  for  the  1979-80  school  year.  Tagged 
the  middle  income  student  assistance  bill,  it  has  far-ranging 
provisions  that  every  college-age  student  and  his  parents 
should  appraise  with  renewed  interest. 

President  Carter  signed  the  measure  into  law  last 
month.  It  remains  only  to  be  funded  in  the  next  budget 
appropriation. 

Most  significant  is  the  provision  opening  up  the  Basic

Educational  Opportunity  Grants  (BEOG)  to  students  from 
families  with  an  income  up  to  $25,000.  By  raising  the 
previous  eligibility  ceiling  of  $15,000,  it  is  expected  to 
increase  by  50  percent  the  number  of  students  helped  by 
this  program.  The  new  law  also  raised  the  maximum  value 
of  each  grant  from  $1,600  to  $1,800  per  year. 

Estimates  show  the  number  of  BEOG  participants  are 
likely  to  increase  nationally  from  the  present  two  million 
students  to  three  million  next  year.  South  Carolinians 
aided  will  increase  from  today's  41,000  to  65,000,  while 
PC  anticipates  its  students  receiving  Basic  Grants  to  go 
up  from  134  now  to  approximately  210  under  the  new 
provisions. 

While  BEOG  is  the  biggest  program,  it  is  only  part 
of  the  expanded  federal  student  aid  package.  For  example, 
middle-income  students  now  also  become  eligible  for  the 
Supplemental  Educational  Opportunity  Grants  and  College 
Work-Study  programs.  And  perhaps  as  many  as  a  half- 
million  students  from  middle  and  upper-income  families 
will  qualify  for  interest  subsidies  on  Guaranteed  Student 
Loans.  This  program,  now  open  to  all  income  levels,  will 
enable  a  student  to  borrow  tuition  funds  interest  free  until 
graduation  and  with  a  pay-back  period  extended  over  ten 
years  beyond  that.  The  same  provisions  apply  to  the  Na- 
tional Direct  Student  Loan  program. 

South  Carolinians  find  another  type  of  government 
assistance  in  the  Tuition  Grants  program  approved  by 
the  state  legislature  five  years  ago.  It  provides  up  to  $1,800 
annually  to  each  qualified  student  attending  a  private 
college  within  this  state.  The  family  income  ceiling  for 
eligibility  is  approximately  $25,000. 

Aid  to  student.s  is  constitutional 

Constitutional  questions  about  the  separation  of  church 
and  state  (relative  to  denominational  colleges'  participa- 
tion) already  have  been  decided  favorably  on  the  basis 
that  the  federal  and  state  assistance  goes  directly  to  the 
students.  They  make  the  choice  of  schools  to  attend. 
Although  students  arc  the  direct  beneficiaries,  these  pro- 
grams have  been  of  great  help  to  the  institutions. 

The  summary  of  financial  aid  opportunities  available 
to  PC  students  on  opposite  page.  It  lists  the  primary 
sources,  from  government  programs  to  the  many  attractive 
college-sponsored  grants  that  recognize  superior  academic 
achievement,  leadership,  athletic  ability  and  other  consid- 
erations. Not  listed  arc  the  many  private  local  sources 
that  often  are  looking  for  worthy  candidates  to  help. 

"Our  awards  are  individualized,"  Daniluk  said.  "One 
award  may  be  a  scholarship.  Another  may  be  a  package 
to  include  a  grant,  loan  and  work.  By  coordinating  the 
aid  in  this  way,  we  help  more  students  for  less  money.  Of 
course,  we  also  expect  parents,  when  they  can,  to  make  a 
maximum  effort  toward  meeting  the  cost." 

The  accompanying  table  illustrates  some  of  the  finan- 


cial aid  "packages"  arranged  for  PC  families  of  various 
income  levels  for  the  1978-79  school  year,  based  on  total 
fees  of  $3,975  for  tuition,  room  and  board. 

As  one  example,  a  young  man  in  a  family  of  three — 
with  income  at  $10,000 — is  determined  to  have  a  need 
of  $3,515.  This  is  met  with  a  combination  of  $1,208  in 
grant,  a  $1,500  loan,  plus  the  work  opportunity  to  earn 
$800.  As  a  result,  the  net  immediate  cost  to  the  family 
is  reduced  from  $3,975  to  $467. 

Or  take  the  case  of  a  freshman  girl,  one  of  two  college 
children  in  a  family  of  four  with  $27,013  income.  A 
$1,460  grant  and  $660  loan  reduced  her  net  cost  of  enter- 
ing PC  to  $1,855. 

In  each  case,  the  grants  do  not  have  to  be  repaid,  and 
the  loan  repayments  begin  after  graduation  (when  the 
recipients  have  earning  capacity)  and  extend  with  low 
interest  over  ten  years.  The  student  work  opportunities 
are  provided  mainly  through  campus  jobs. 

Procedure  for  seeking  assistance 

As  indicated,  this  table  is  based  on  1978-79  programs. 
The  new  middle  income  student  assistance  bill,  which 
becomes  effective  with  the  1979-80  school  year,  will  in- 
crease significantly  the  award  amounts  cited  for  those 
families  with  larger  incomes. 

What  is  the  procedure  for  getting  assistance  to  attend 
Presbyterian  College?  John  Daniluk  pointed  out  that  PC 
subscribes  to  the  College  Scholarship  Service  of  Princeton, 
N.  J.,  to  get  the  fairest  assessment  of  financial  need. 
Through  its  financial  aid  form,  the  Service  makes  a 
confidential  standard  evaluation  of  family  resources  and 
recommends  the  amount  a  family  should  be  able  to  pay. 
Almost  all  programs  at  most  colleges  require  this.  (Forms 
may  be  obtained  from  any  high  school  counselor  or  from 
the  PC  financial  aid  office.) 

So  in  addition  to  making  application  to  PC  for  aid, 
parents  submit  the  form  to  the  College  Scholarship  Service. 
After  candidates  have  been  ofiicially  accepted  for  admission 
here,  the  PC  scholarship  committee  considers  the  aid 
requests  and  makes  awards.  Assistance  is  renewable  from 
year  to  year,  as  long  as  recipients  remain  qualified. 

Daniluk,  financial  aid  director  at  Presbyterian  College 
since  1964.  is  something  of  an  authority  in  this  field.  He 
has  prepared  material  for  Congressional  committees  con- 
sidering federal  legislation,  and  he  has  helped  to  compile 
the  authoritative  source  book  of  financial  aid  opportunities 
available  at  the  federal,  state  and  local  levels. 

With  this  qualifying  background,  he  welcomes  the 
chance  to  work  with  families  in  this  increasingly  complex 
field  as  they  strive  to  open  college  dtwrs  for  aspiring  sons 
and  daughters.  And  he  holds  out  the  hope  that  "every 
enterprising  student  with  need  should  be  able  to  meet  his 
or  her  necessary  college  expenses  from  one  direction  or 
another."

New  dean  Don  King  praises  general  education  requirements 


"The  PC  academic  program  is  sound  and  well-balanced. 
Although  some  minor  modifications  can  be  made,  I  do 
not  foresee  any  major  changes  in  the  next  few  years." 

New  dean  Don  King  offers  this  assessment  at  the 
close  of  his  first  semester  as  leader  of  the  faculty  and 
curriculum  at  Presbyterian  College. 

He  likes  the  more  traditional  approach  of  specific 
general  education  requirements  and  the  pragmatic  mixture 
of  career-oriented  programs  with  the  liberal  education. 

"I  am  a  traditionalist  in  thinking  a  student  needs  a 
structured  curriculum.  Most  undergraduates  are  not  quali- 
fied to  choose  their  own  courses  and,  therefore,  benefit 
from  faculty  guidance.  I  am  convinced  this  is  one  reason 
PC  is  doing  so  well  now.  Schools  that  have  tried  to  be 
innovative  seem  to  be  losing  public  confidence." 

General  education  requirements  of  the  first  two  years 
still  comprise  slightly  more  than  one-third  of  the  total  122 
semester  hours  needed  for  the  PC  degree.  Candidates  for 
the  BS  must  take  courses  in  the  natural  sciences,  mathe- 
matics, social  sciences  and  history,  religion,  English  and 
physical  education.  The  BA  program  has  the  same  re- 
quirements, except  for  the  substitution  of  foreign  language 
and  fine  arts  for  mathematics. 

This  wide  range  of  study  is  designed  to  broaden  the 
student's  knowledge  of  our  intellectual,  scientific  and 
religious  heritage.  It  also  provides  background  for  chart- 
ing future  directions  as  well  as  the  base  for  specialized 
study  in  a  major  area  during  junior  and  senior  years. 

Trend  away  from  formless  curriculum 

Dr.  King  notes  that  the  intellectual  requirements  sug- 
gested by  these  required  courses  often  have  been  allowed 
to  slide  during  the  past  decade  at  some  other  colleges  in 
the  search  for  relevance.  This  has  led  to  a  formless  cur- 
riculum in  which  college  teachers  were  encouraged  to  offer 
courses  that  would  win  for  them  a  degree  of  student  ac- 
ceptance or  popularity.  Students  were  invited  to  build 
their  own  programs,  rather  than  being  helped  to  make 
choices  and  to  understand  the  consequences  of  their 
choices. 

The  national  trend  now  seems  to  be  away  from  rele- 
vance and  back  to  structure.  For  example,  last  spring 
educational  giants  Harvard  and  University  of  California  at 
Berkeley  made  big  educational  news  with  the  announce- 
ment they  would  restore  general  educational  requirements 
for  undergraduates.    The  move  was  cited  as  an  effort  to 


regain  coherence  in  the  curriculum  after  a  decade  of 
permissive  experimentation. 

It  confirms  the  Presbyterian  College  stance  in  not  hav- 
ing wavered  from  its  commitment  to  a  strong  liberal  arts 
curriculum  with  general  educational  requirements  at  the 
heart  of  the  program. 

The  present  offering  of  some  325  courses  in  23  areas 
of  study  combines  the  traditional  and  modern  in  subjects 
that  range  from  accounting  to  philosophy,  from  chemistry 
to  political  science,  from  English  to  economics  and  from 
history  to  computer  science.  Variety  is  there  but  limited 
within  the  scope  of  what  PC  tries  to  do.  The  faculty,  in 
its  oversight  role,  prunes  here  and  adds  there  to  keep  the 
curriculum  responsive  to  student  needs. 

Excellent  preparation  for  life 

Striking  the  right  curriculum  balance  is  not  easy.  Dr. 
King  said: 

"There  are  those  pragmatists  who  arc  continually 
questioning  the  practicability  of  a  liberal  arts  and  sciences 
education.  It  can  be  defended  readily  as  an  end  in  itself 
on  the  grounds  that  it  widens  our  horizons  and  deepens 
our  humanity.  Also,  one  must  realize  that  the  college 
years  arc  at  best  a  useful  preface  to  a  lifetime  of  learning 
in  less  formal  circumstances.  We  believe  that  a  libera! 
education  as  offered  at  PC  serves  well  as  preparation  for 
such  learning.  On  the  practical  side,  by  developing  the 
human  capacity  to  reason  and  adjust  to  changing  circum- 
stances, liberal  education  provides  excellent  preparation 
for  earning  a  living  over  a  lifetime." 

At  the  opposite  extreme  from  the  pragmatists  are 
those  more  rigid  traditionalists  concerned  that  liberal  arts 
will  be  weakened  by  vocational  offerings.  In  their  defense. 
King  said: 

"While  society  needs  institutions  that  provide  voca- 
tional and  technical  training,  it  surely  needs  those  institu- 
tions that  serve  the  main  purpose  of  a  liberal  education. 
Going  to  college  to  develop  a  marketable  skill  may  appear 
to  be  training  for  marketability,  but  in  actuality  can  end 
up  as  training  for  obsi>lcscence." 

On  the  other  hand,  the  dean  does  sec  great  value  in 
PC's  offering  several  solid  majors  with  vocational  oricnta- 

l)r  Donald  A  King  came  to  PC  as  academic  dean  last  .lul\  after  four  years 
as  dean  of  the  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences  at  Mississippi  llniversity  (or 
Women  Prior  to  that  he  was  professor  of  mathematics  and  department 
chairman  and  earlier  spent  nine  years  on  the  Clemson  faculty. 


tion — in  economics  and  business  administration,  and  in 
special,  elementary  and  secondary  education.  King  feels 
this  practice  is  not  inconsistent  with  our  stance  as  a  college 
of  liberal  arts  and  sciences.    He  added: 

"To  me  and  most  of  my  colleagues,  it  is  much  more 
beneficial  to  the  student  to  pursue  a  business  administration 
program  here  than  to  follow  the  narrow  program  usually 
offered  by  a  university  school  of  business.  Besides  our 
general  education  requirements,  the  student  is  encouraged 
to  take  additional  work  in  the  humanities  and  in  the 
natural  and  social  sciences  which  will  make  that  person 
more  valuable  in  the  business  community." 

Similarly,    one    of    the    strengths    of    PC's    teacher- 


education  program  is  the  emphasis  on  content  rather  than 
on  methodology  as  is  sometimes  the  case  in  schools  of 
education. 

"There  are  philosophical  differences  among  the  faculty 
on  this  point,"  Don  King  said.  "But  many  of  us  believe 
PC  should  continue  these  programs,  if  they  meet  student 
needs  and  can  be  done  successfully  within  the  existing 
framework  of  our  liberal  arts  and  sciences  curricula." 

The  most  vital  considerations  to  King  as  dean  are 
the  evidences  of  competence  and  quality  here.  He  points 
to  the  exacting  standards  in  almost  every  department — 
and  to  a  faculty  that  draws  strength  from  promising 
younger  members  as  well  as  the  established  teachers. 


Campus  computer  gets  involved 


The  computer  plays  an  increasingly  impor- 
tant role  in  the  operations  of  Presbyterian 
College. 

It  has  accelerated  the  pace  and  broadened 
the  opportunities  in  recruiting,  records  and 
business  management  while  also  serv  ing  as  a 
teaching  and  research  tool  for  students  and 
faculty. 

PC  used  the  Clinton  Mills  computer 
center  upon  first  entering  the  field  a  number 
of  years  ago.  The  sophisticated  IBM  370 
series  located  there  continues  to  provide  the 
high-speed  bulk  data-processing  require- 
ments (called  "batch  work"  in  computer 
lingo)  of  registration.  This  has  reduced  the 
time  and  inconvenience  of  the  old  registra- 
tion system  to  less  than  two  hours  for  the 
entire  student  body.  And  now.  each  pro- 
fessor is  provided  overnight  with  rosters  of 
every  class  section. 

Coordinated  with  the  opportunity  to  use 
the  Clinton  Mill  instruments.  PC  has 
gradually  expanded  its  own  capability  in 
this  field  to  the  point  of  having  a  computer 
center  on  campus.  Added  four  years  ago  as  a 
main  feature  of  the  system,  the  Cincinnati 
Milacron  CIP  2200  minicomputer  may  be 
programmed  in  three  languages.  It  is  an 
operation  that  is  relati\ely  inexpensive  and 
easy  to  maintain.  Recently,  the  College 
exercised  the  purchase  option  of  its  lease- 


purchase  arrangement,  thereby  eliminating 
the  monthly  rental  cost  of  the  mini- 
computer. 

This  campus  center  handles  all  of  the 
admissions  requirements  and  has 
transformed  the  recruiting  procedure  in  a 
most  crucial  and  highly  competitive  field. 
The  names  of  thousands  of  prospects,  along 
with    kev    information    about    each,    are

programmed  into  the  machine.  As  a  result, 
the  system  provides  a  continuing,  detailed 
analysis  of  the  admissions  picture  and  aids 
individual  recruiters  in  personal  contacts 
with  prospects  and  their  schools. 

The  campus  center  also  aids  the  business 
office  in  its  payroll  procedure  and  in  the 
budgeting  and  accounting  systems,  and  the 
registrar's  office  with  grade-reporting.  More 
sophisticated  computations  in  both  of  these 
areas — such  as  for  registration— continue 
to  be  handled  with  relative  convenience  at 
the  Clinton  Mill  center. 

These  are  some  of  the  current  adminis- 
trative uses — and  other  departments  plan  to 
bring  their  operations  into  the  computer 
system.  The  potential  for  speed  and 
efficiency  is  tremendous. 

Student  and  faculty  use  is  another  major 
area  and  prime  reason  for  having  the 
computer  center.  Students  reserve  time  on 
the  computer,  write  their  own  programs  and 
obtain  their  own  results  by  operating  the 
machine  themselves.  In  this  way,  they  gain 
valuable  "hands-on"  experience  not  avail- 
able in  larger  situations. 

Academic  departments  and  individual 
faculty  members  find  the  computer  center 
invaluable  for  research  projects  and 
statistical  studies. 

The  PC  expert  in  all  of  this  as  director  of 
computer  operations  is  William  S.  Cannon, 
who  also  continues  to  teach  part-time  as  an 
associate  professor  of  mathematics.  He  has 
been  on  the  faculty  since  1957.

Vance  is  president  of  Clinton  Mills,  an 
organization  he  has  headed  for  20  years. 
He  is  former  president  (1948-74)  and  now

Bankers.  His  many  professional  affilia- 
tions with  the  textile  industry  include 
being  president  of  the  South  Carolina 
I  e.xtile  Association.  Vance  also  has  been  a 
leader  in  his  church,  in  ccminuinity  and 
business  activities,  and  in  such  state-wide 
service  as  being  chairman  of  the  S.  C. 
Commission  on  Higher  Education.

Another  great  year  for  PC  football 


A  consistent,  balanced  team  effort  produced 
PC's  best  football  record  in  almost  20  years. 
Out  of  it  emerged  several  individual  stars, 
including  an  All-American. 

The  final  accounting  read  8-2-1  for  the 
1978  season,  national  rank  and  co- 
champions  of  the  South  Atlantic  Con- 
ference (SAC  8)  the  countr)'s  toughest 
small-college  league.  It  was  the  best  won- 
loss  mark  since  the  1959  Tangerine  Bowl 
team  finished  9-2.  And  it  brought  a  final 
ranking  of  13  in  the  NAIA  standings. 

Roy  Walker,  6-foot  3-inch.  226-pound 
junior  from  Clinton,  was  named  an  offensive 
guard  on  the  prestigious  Kodak  College- 
Division  All-America  team  selected  by  the 
American  Football  Coaches  Association. 
He  also  made  all-conference  at  tackle. 

Quarterback  Jimmy  Spence  of  Lexington 
became  the  first  sophomore  to  receive  top 
honors  as  the  conference  "offensive  player- 
of-the-year."  For  a  person  who  saw  his  first 
college  varsity  action  when  he  started  in  the 
season  opener,  his  play  was  exceptional.  He 
set  a  new  team  record  of  58.7  percent 
accuracy  on  88  completions  in  150  passing 
attempts  for  1,032  yards  and  five  touch- 
downs, with  just  three  interceptions.  He  ran 
for  434  more  yards  and  scored  62  points. 

Four  other  Blue  Hose  players  also  made 
the  AII-SAC-8  team:  junior  Jim  McCoun  of 
Decatur,  Ga.,  for  the  second  straight  year  at 
defensive  end;  seniors  Bill  Si/emore  of 
Augusta  at  defensive  tackle  and  Rhea  Faris 
of  Rock  Hill  at  free  safety;  and  junior 
Clayto  Burke  of  Macon,  PC's  top  running 
back,  who  piled  up  921  yards  rushing  (3.8 
average)  and  led  the  scoring  with  64  points. 

The  overall  team  statistics  saw  the  Blue 
Hose  offense  accumulating  3,602  total 
yards  (2,407  rushing  and  1,195  passing)  for  a 
game  average  327  that  produced  an  average 
22.5  points  (247  total).  PC  defenses  were 
dented  for  just  2,708  yards  (246  per  game), 
almost  evenlv  divided  between  the  run  and 
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the  pass,  and  gave  up  an  average  of  less  than 
12  points  (130  total). 

It  was  another  outstanding  year  for 
Coach  Cally  Gauli  and  assistants  Bob 
Strock,  John  Perry,  Elliott  Poss  and  Wayne 
Renwick  in  a  conference  that  again  this  year 
had    three    teams    in   the   NAIA    top   20.

Women's  volleyball  ended  its  third  season 
with  a  record  of  three  wins  and  19  losses. 
Mrs.  Clovis  Simmons  coached  the  team,  and 
Deb  Smead  of  Seminole,  Fla.,  again  served 
as  captain  in  her  capacity  as  top  setter  and 
floor-play  director.  Leading  the  spikers 
were  Virginia  Henderson  of  Aiken  and 
freshman  Becky  McFarlin  of  Atlanta. 

Still  in  the  throes  of  launching  the  sport  at 
PC,  men's  soccer  posted  a  3-12  mark  in  this 
second  season  of  intercollegiate  play.  Young 
players  made  up  most  of  the  team  and  ga\e 
promise  of  better  things  ahead.  Among  the 
key  men  on  Coach  Larry  Burch's  team  were 
Erik  Seifert  of  Espergaerde.  Denmark, 
Keith  Nicosia  of  Rock  Hill,  Bruce  Wismer  of 
St.  Petersburg.  Fla.,  and  John  Womack  of

Women's  basketball  adds  a  touch  of 
enthusiasm  this  season  as  PC  sends  on  the 
court  a  spirited  team  dominated  by 
freshmen. 

Although  the  inexperience  shows 
occasionally  in  the  starling  lineup  of  tour 
freshmen  and  one  senior,  hustle  and 
determination  already  has  produced  a  3-2 
record  in  the  pre-Christmas  phase  of  the 
schedule.

A  cold  spell  and  some  tough  opposition 
nipped  the  budding  prospects. 

After  opening  with  a  splurge  of  four 
straight  wins,  the  Blue  Hose  basketball 
team  lost  the  next  six  games  in  a  row  to  enter 
the  Christmas  "break"  with  a  4-6  record. 

Coach  Larry  Burch  seems  well  on  his  way 
toward  improving  the  6-22  mark  of  last 
season.

Allen  Morris  '56: 


A  Tirst'  in  N.C.  Sports  Hall  of  Fame 


Allen  Morris  '56,  inducted  into  North  Carolina's 
Tennis  Hall  of  Fame  two  years  ago,  last  month 
became  the  first  tennis  player  to  be  chosen  for 
that  state's  Sports  Hall  of  Fame. 

He  was  cited  for  a  colorful  career  ranging 
from  his  play  in  the  quarter-finals  at  Wimbledon 
(1954)  while  a  PC  student  to  his  winning  of  the 
National  Seniors  Clay  Court  championship  earlier 
this  year. 

Morris,  now  an  executive  vice-president  with 
Texfi  Industries  in  Greensboro,  N.  C,  was  the 
star  of  some  of  PC's  greatest  tennis  teams  during 
his  years  here  (1952-56).  He  ranked  first  in  the 
South  at  one  point  and  16th  nationally.

MacDonald  writes  of  military  action 


When  Charles  B.  MacDonald  '42.  just  out  of  wartime  combat,  wrote  his 
account  entitled  Company  Commander,  he  did  not  dream  it  would  one 
day  be  called  "the  infantry  classic  of  World  War  II." 

First  published  in  1947,  it  has  now  been  republished  in  paperback  by  Bantam 
Books  after  four  prior  paperback  editions  by  Ballantine  Books.  And  it  has  been 
translated  into  five  foreign  language  editions. 

While  that  first  book  continues  to  make  its  mark,  MacDonald  keeps  steadily 
at  his  typewriter  both  on  and  off  his  job  as  deputy  chief  historian  in  the  US 
Army  Center  of  Military  History.  In  his  regular  position,  he  now  supervises 
preparation  of  the  army's  official  history  of  the  war  in  Vietnam.  Prior  to  that 
assignment,  he  directed  work  on  the  Army  history  of  the  European  and 
Mediterranean  theaters  writing  two  of  these  volumes  himself.  The  Sief{fried 
Line  Campaign  and  The  Last  Offensive,  and  serving  as  co-author  of  Three 
Battles:  Arnaville.  Alluzzo.  and  Schmidt. 

The  PC  alumnus  is  equally  productive  outside  the  office.  He  currently  works 
on  a  popular-style  book  for  G.  P.  Putnam's  Sons  on  American-Russian  re- 
lations, with  focus  on  the  activities  of  the  Comintern.  It  is  expected  to  be 
published  sometime  next  year.  His  other  works  published  commercially 
include:  The  Battle  of  the  Huertgen  Forest,  Airhorne(\\\^\Qry  of  WWII  airborne 
operations)  and  The  Mighty  fSndeavor:  American  Armed  Forces  in  the 
European  Theater  in  World  War  II.  He  also  assisted  General  William  C. 
Westmoreland  in  writing  A  Soldier  Reports  and  recently  joined  Anthony  Cave 
Brown  as  editor  of  The  Secret  History  of  the  Atomic  Bomb. 

Charles  MacDonald  writes  of  military  action  in  a  fast-paced  style  that  reflects 
his  insights  gained  through  tough  combat  as  an  infantry  rifle  company 
commander  in  four  European  battle  campaigns.  He  went  into  Army  service 
directly  from  the  PC  campus,  his  BA  degree  in  one  hand  and  his  ROTC  com- 
mission in  the  other.  That  road  led  on  to  prominence  as  a  military  writer  and 
swung  back  through  Clinton  ten  years  ago  for  PC's  honorary  degree  recognition. 
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Fine  arts  productions  of  Macheth  and 
the  Madrigal  Dinner-Concert  created 
a  costumed  atmosphere  of  old  Britain 
on  campus  this  fall.  I  hey  drew  en- 
thusiastic response  from  town-gown 
audiences  who  attended  in  capacity 
numbers  for  repeated  performances.
